CHAPTER LIY. 

Ecclesiastical History. 

After the ehnrjh waa erMted in the 
village, the inhabitants on the north 
aide of the river felt that it waa too 
inconvenient for them to cross the riv¬ 
er in a ferry boat, and coma so far to 
a ehnreh. Whatever may have been 
the feeling at tbit day, time has 
proved it to have been a wife ar¬ 
rangement in thus establishing among 
themselves the means for religions in- j 
stnetion. 

In September 1848 the members of | 
Ihe church living on the north side of 
thu Androscoggin River petitioned j 
the chnrch to grant them leave to be, 
organized into another chorch. 

At a meeting of the ehnreh held the' 
I Oth day of the mme month Itpaaaed ! 
the following vote. 

Voted, That the members of the 
eboroh on the North side of tha rivn, 
who desire it, hava leave to be organ¬ 
ised into a vparate ehnreh, when a 
coanofl called by them for that pur¬ 


pose, shall so advise. 

An ecclesiastical council was called 
io accordance with tha vote taken, on 
th 31 st day of January 1849. 

The conned waa composed of the 
following persons : Ministers, Rev. 
Isaac Rogers, Joseph Smith, Simeon 
Hackett, Carlton Hard, Jotfaam Sew. 
all, Jr., and Calvin Chapman. Dele¬ 
gates, John Barker, Stephen Cobb, 
and Benjamin R. Page. Rev. Isaac, 
Rogers was chosen, Moderater and 
Rev. Calvin Chapman Scribe. The 
council compilied with the request of 
the petitioners and organised them in¬ 
to a separate chnrch. 

Aa a meeting held by the church 
on the I Oth day of Feb. Mr. Leander 
Jewett chosen Moderater of the meet¬ 
ing. Mr. Barbonr Bartlett was chos¬ 
en clerk of the church. Mr. Nathan 
F. Twitcbcll and Edmund Chapman 
were chosen deacons. 

Rev. David Garland, son of 
Dea. JoLn Garland of Ncwfield wn* 
their first minister. He graduated at 
Anihent College in 1843, and at 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1846. Alter having the Seminary 
he labored in the ministry six months 
in South Solon, one year in Sweden 
and one year in liurliugton, Mass. He 
commenced his labors with tha second 
church in Bethel the first of April 
1849. He wa< ordained pastor of the 
chnrch uu the 15th day of Aug. the 
unt year. The council called to 
advise and assist in tLe services of his 
ordination was composed of the fol¬ 
lowing individuals. Bethel, Rev- 
Charles Frost, aud Hr. Josiah Brown; 
Ruin ford, Rev. E. S. Hopkins, and 
Bro. O. C. Bolster; Norway, Bev 
Charles Packard; Turner, Rev. John 
Dodd; Albany, Rev. C. F. Towk.*bury 
and Ur.

Rev. John Foster and Ur. Nathan 
Bradbury; North Bridgton, Rev. L

Waterford, Rev. John A Dougin is 
and Br. Amos Gage; Portland, Jtev, 
John IV 0bickering. Tuc following 
pern ns performed his cidination ser¬ 
vices. Invocation and reading the 
scriptures E. S. ]l'-pkiu». Introduc¬ 
tory prayer, C Packard. Sermon J. 
W. Cbicki-ring. Ordaiuing prayer, J. 
A.Douglass. Charge to the PaalorC 
Frost. Fellowship of ihe churches L. 
W. Harris. Addreis to the peoj le 
I. Dodd. Concluding prayer J.P.Fos 
ter. Benediction, the Pastor. On the 
17th day of Sept. 1849 hr waa mar¬ 
ried by Rev. J. J. Carrntfaeia D. D, 
of Portland to Misa Mary E. Twilch- 
ell of BctheL He ia still the Pastor 
of the church.

fcOSCLUDED-l 

There are three very elegant vesti¬ 
bules one above another. They pre- 
aent a very gaudy appeareoce to the 
viaitor aa he ascends the successive 
flights of stairs. The vnnltings of 
each vestibule are supported by eight 
marble pillars richly ornamented. 
Each ahaft of these beantiful pillars 
are composed of a single piece. Those 
in the lower story are of gothic style, 
tfaoae in the second story a modified 
Corinthian, fashioned after the tower 
of the Mirreli at Athens. Those in 
the third story are of a similar style, 
only more ornate. The it airways 
and landing! are finished with rieh 
balustrades of cast iron and mahogi. 
ny rails. The vestibnlea are each 
twenty five feet wide, and fifty feet 
long. In each story of the building 
there are four rooms, and each room 
ia fcfty feet aquare. They are all ve¬ 
ry elegantly finished. One of the 
rooms is designed for the business 
nestings of the Trustees of ths col¬ 
lege. Another is need for a library 


room, one room in the upper story is 
used for the depository of some of the 
honee hold faroitore and crockery, 
and personal clothing of Mr. Girard. 
There are bureaus and tables and 
chairs, a large qnantity of chinaware, 
and coats vesta and pants Ac. Al] 
the rooms and vcatibnles of the buil¬ 
ding arc finely vaulted with bricks. 
Every part of lbs noble edifice ia fine¬ 
ly executed. The pen may give a 
description of the differant apart¬ 
ments, but pen and ink cannot por¬ 
tray the imposing appearance of the 
grand structure. The half of it can¬ 
not be told. It ia conceded by visi¬ 
tor! from various climes to be cne of 
the most splendid works of art of 
modern times. There are five other 
buildings connected with the Inttilu 
tion,—all of which are faced with 
marble and roofed with copper. They 
are each fifty two feet wide and one 
hundred and twenty five feet long, and 
three stories high. They are all ar¬ 
ranged in fine order and present a 
beautiful appearance. Ooe of the 
five edifices furnish fonr separate 
and complete dwelling houses. These 
are occupied by the officers of the 
lustttulion. The other buildings are 
fitted up for the accommodation of the 
pupils, their inatrnctera governesses 1 
•nd domestics. Every thing connect¬ 
ed with ihr domestic affairs is arrang¬ 
ed io the roost substantial and coo- 
I venient maimer possible. There are 
two wash rooms, for children adjoin* 

| ing eafcli other which are perhaps fif¬ 
teen feet wide and one hundred feet 
long. There are four marble sinks, 
the sitne length of the rooms one on 
each side of the two rooms. There 
are perhaps three hundred and fifty 
or four hundred wssh bowls in the 
four sinks. These bowls are all ar¬ 
ranged at equal distances apart, and 
fastened to the vulls of the rooms by 
'iron chains. Water pipes extend the 
entire length of the rooms one over 
each of the four sinks. There is a 
faucet inserted in these pipes for etch 
wash bowl. Each scholar haa his 
own wash bowl, wiping towel, which 
prevents all confusion in the wash 
rooms. The keeping rooms, are kept 
in perfeet order. They are neat 
enough and elegant enough for the 
lords or peers of England. They all 
present a very inviting appearance to 
all visitors. 

Aa Mr. Editor, it is new mid day 
when the large gronp of children are 
to dine we will tarry in the building 
until, the family are called. The bcl- 
now rings. See the three hundred and 
aeventy orphan children coming in 
from every direction. They come in 
with all the regularity ef a small fans- j 
ily. See them all first going to the j 
■ink room to wash face and hands, i 
There ia fine order and a very beanti- i 
ful light. It resemble* somewhat an 
old custom of the Greeks, who went to 
bathe before they went to their feaats- 
Whila the large assembly of children 
are in the wash honae wa will visi* 
the dining room. Thia ia a very 
spacious Hall, and perfectly neat and | 
orderlj like all the othar apartmenta- 
The tables, look very attractive. 
Yoa, see air, that they are famished 
with well nigh every kind of food that 
taste could desire. There ia freah 
beef, Tresh pork, freah fish, various 
kinds of vegetables and paatry. Ghil 
dren an well cared for (physically) 
n this Institution. Thy are eiceed- 
*nglj well fed and well lodged. Thia 
ia truly a delightful home for orphans. 
Among other things of comfort they 
hive the pity grounds, where they bn- 
joy lAair daily ncteatioai. 

AMordiag to tha will of the Foun¬ 
der •< thin cullegu, children shall ba

ing, writing, grammar, arithmetio 
geogrophy, navigation, surveying, prac¬ 
tical mathematics, astronomy, natural, 
chemical and experimental philosophy, 
the French and Spanish languages, and 
such other Sciences and learning aa 
the capacities of the pupila may merit 
or warrant. Orphans are to be ad¬ 
mitted into tbe Institution between 
the age of six and ten years, and those 
who are deemed worthy of patronage 
are to be retained in College until be¬ 
tween fourteen and eighteen years of 
ags when they arc to be bonnd out to 
some useful occupation. The office's 
and teachers of this Institution at the 
present time consists of a President, a 
Secretary, three Professors, two phy¬ 
sicians, a matron, an asaiatent matron, 
five male teachers, twelve female teach¬ 
ers, and a steward. Mr. Girard made 
ample provision in his will to defray 
all the expenses of the colhge. The 
cost of erecting the buildings and fit¬ 
ting the grounds, was nineteen hun¬ 
dred and thirty-three thousand and 
eight hundred and twenty one 
dollars. The college is sustained at 
great yearly expense. Money is spent 
freely in providing for the physical 
comfort and mental discipline of chil 
dren. 

Visitors can scarcely find it in their 
heart to leave these fine works uf art. | 
We might spend a long teason in thie j 
sweet home of youth very pleasantly. I 
But calls to other scenes forbid us to : 
tarry longer. I must go to New 
York by the evening train of oars. 
As you are to leave for tbe same place 
in the inmc train, we will tarry to¬ 
morrow in that city and visit the 
"Great Central Park.” I hope to Cud 
you at the Aator House at 8 o’clock 
to-morrow morning.

Kendall, *f the ,, ricarue.’ < 

The Albany Statesman tells the 
following story, which well illuatratas 
the character of the tram/ing jour. 

I printer of tha olden tins: 

"Twenly three years ago we ‘stuok 
type 1 in the same alley, in tbe printing 
office of the New Yorker, edited and 
published by Horace Greely. George 
Wilkins Kendall (the projector of the 
New Orleans Picayune) Morgan 
Bates (we think since a partner in the 
publication of the Detroit Advertiser.) 
O- A. Bows (who waa a fellow-appren¬ 
tice with Greeley, and afterwaada pub¬ 
lished a paper at Little Falls), stood 
at the case in the same office. Bo we, 
Bate! and Paige are now dead. Ken¬ 
dall ia atill living, but has abandoned 
chair editorial for sheep-raising an the . 
plains of Texas. lie left the Yorker 
office to commence the Picayune, hav¬ 
ing acquired the capital for that en¬ 
terprise in a way that would hardly be 
considered orlhadox in a moral com¬ 
munity. Before leaving New York, 
Kendall bad ‘tramped 1 the South aa a 
jonr. printer—travelled for information 
aa he said, through every principal vil 
lags and city in the Sontbern States 
— sometimes on steamboats, sometime* 
in atsge-coaches (there was but one 
railroad in the Sooth then, from 
Charleston lo Augusta), and not un- 
freqnently on foot, with his baggage 
on hia back, pendant in a handker¬ 
chief from his walking stick. Some¬ 
times ha was ‘flush 1 and well dressed— 
sometimes "strapped 1 and seedy—but 
always witty, genial and gentlemanly. 
In hia ventures, he had frequently 
been boon companion with many of 
the most eminent men of the country. 

The Aiitor House then was but just 
opened, and extensively visited by 
Southerners. It was a fashion with 
Kendall to patromxe that aatabliih- 
ment after working hours. hitrolling 
over there one evening, after having 
'washed up, 1 he waa agreeably aur- 
pr.sed to meet several gentlemen whom 
he had known aa merchmia and law¬ 
yers, and doctor* at Natchea, Missis¬ 
sippi. After juleps all round and a 
■ berry cobbler apieoe, some cue pro¬ 
poned to “close the night' with a lit¬ 
tle game of poker. Kendall had but 
about five dollars in bis watah fob 
(there was no watch there), bat be ns- 
MDted, among the reat, to tka prapoai- 
tiaa. Xiuamg hiatal! fat a atfoant 


he made a rash down Abb street to 
the office, where be hoped to find some 
of his fellow printers with money U 
lend. Bates, as foreman of the office, 
had been detained making up tha 
forms. He had eight do Wars, and 
‘we 1 (we were helping Bates) had two 
hundred and seven cents. Kendall 
took the dalian (leaving na the cents) 
and thua made a purse f!5. With 
this fund he aat down lo play. -Tha 
play went on till day light. At 7 o'¬ 
clock Kendall came into tbe office, 
paid np the ten he had borrowed, told 
Greely he would give np his situation, 
and asked all hands to partake of a 
'pious gorge 1 that afternoon. “All 
hands* 1 were bat too happy to do that 
same, and still more happy when their 
fellow-craftsman aoLonnced that he 
waa the fortunate possessor of about 
|700, won st the ‘little game of pork¬ 
er, 1 aforesaid, and that with the |700 
he proposed to 'start a paper in N'aw 
Orleans.’ In due time the Picaynnn 
appeared—was a aneceae—winning 
reputation for Kendall aa a polished 
writer and a brilliant wit, aud what 
was better, giving him a princely in¬ 
come. He has made many hair¬ 
breadth escapes since that ; was among 
the Sai.ta Fa prisoners, and given np 
■a dead, but afterwards released ; ho 
went thro 1 the Mexican war ; has pin¬ 
ed years in foreign travel, until satiat¬ 
ed with enjoyment, and tired of the 
excitement of city life, he retired to 
Texas, and is now master of thousands 
of acres of land, and reckons more 
than a hundred thousand sheep, cattle 
and mules, as his individual property. 11
